Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set forth in the note above and for 
the reasons set forth in the final rejection. Furthermore claims 43-63 relate to product claims and the combined prior art is believed to 
suggest such a product. Applicant has argued that the primary reference teaches away from combination with the secondary references 
because the primary reference does not teach utilziing frictional heat to join the target and backing member. However when considering 
the product claims one looks at the final product and not the process used to arrive at the final product to determine if there is a distinction. 
If the process imparts a particular strucural feature that is distinct that should be pointed out and recited in the claims to show a distinction.
